He desived that 
hisarms might be released, in order that he 
might help himself, but this was denied him. 

His friends followed them in a carriage, as 
soon as one could be got ready, aud renewed 
their remonstrances with the mob, ‘Tf you 
are determined,” says Mrs, Mott, “to perpetrate 
violence, let me be the subject of it, ‘The per- 
son vou have seized you know is innocent—he 
has done nothing—he has said nothing at which 
you can take offence. Lam the offender, if any 
offence has been committed, aud let me be the 
sufferer.” But her appeals were of no avail— 
Neuher wereahe more earnest and moving ones 
of his wife.

Deatu or Tuomas Carver, the Friend and Dis- 
ciple of Thomas Paine. Ov Sunday last, the Coroner 
held an inquest at the house of William Yares, No. 
37 Walnut street, on the body of Thomas Carver, 
aged & years. The deceased had within the nar- 
row sphere in which he was known, rendered bim- 
self notorious, as the friend and disciple of Thomas 
Paine, the infidel, who died in Carver's house, At 
that time Carver was in comfortable circumstances, 
and bad he devoted himself less to infidelity and 
more to industry, he would scarcely have had to de- 
pend upon charity for support in his old age, or to 
beg the shelter ofa house in which todie, But un- 
fortunately for himseif, he spent the greater part of 
his unusually long life, io listle but preaching up in- 
fidelity, wand his re ward forit in this world was an old 
age of poverty, misery and contempt. He had been, 
‘until very recently, able to walk about the town, and 
it was, toany person of well tegalated mind or 
Christian feeling, a painful incident to come in con- 
tact with him. The old man was almost entirely 
deaf; he bad lost most of histeeth; a second chils- 
hood had come upon him, and the words be utiered 
were scarcely intelligible ; yet bis garrulity never 
ceased, aad the subjects upon which Le spoke were 
invariably the same,—his th jendship for Paine aad 
the falsity of Christianity. 

For maay vears before his death, he had nothing 
which he could call his own bu! the pauper-like ap- 
parel which covered him, and he was indetied to 
charity or friendship fur his daily meal. Hs chiel 
means of support was, we understand, derived from 
the Suciety of Moral Philanthropists,” and he 
latterly resided in the hou.eof Mr, Yates. On Fri- 
day night he co.nplained of iliness, and on Saturday 
morning was found dead on the floor of his room, 
where he had expired without a fnendly band to 
elose his eyes. r ;

Education in Virginia.—Governor Campbell 
of Virginia in his annual Message to the Legis- 
lature of that State for 1839 makes the following 
disclosure. 

‘ The statements,’ says his Excellency, 

‘Furnished by the Clerks of five City and 
Borough Courts and ninety-three of the County 
Courts, in reply to inquiries addressed to them, 
ascertain, that of those who applied for marriage 
license, a large number were unable to write 
their names —The years selected for this inqni- 
ry were these of 1817, 1827 and 1837. ‘The 
statements show that the applicants for marriage 
licenses in 1837 amounted to four thousand six 
hundred and fourteen ; and of these the number 
of one thousand and forty seven were unable to 
write their names. From = which it appears, 
there still exists a deplorable extent of ignorance, 
and that in truth it is bardly less than it was 
twenty years ago, when the school fund was cre- 
ated. ‘The statements it will be remembered, 
are partial, not embracing quite ali the counties, 
and are moreover confined to one sex. The ed- 
ucation of females, it is to be feared, is in a con- 
dition of much greater neglect.’

The Queen had issued an order in council, pre- 
vious to the marriage, declaring that Prince Al- 
bert shall be styled and called His Royal High- 
ness, before his name and titles, and appointed 
him a Field Marshal in the army. 

Parliament had been in session about a month, 
and the principal measures which had been de- 
cided upon were the bills making provision for 
One of 


an act authorizing the Queen to grant hima 
pension of £30,000 a year. The bill as introduc- 
ed in the Honse of Commons, was for a grant of 
£50,000. Mr. Hume moved to amend it, by re- 
ducing the grant to £21,000, but the amend- 
ment was lost, after a short debate, thirty eight 
ouly voting in favor of it, and 305 against it.— 
Col. Sivthorpe then moved an amendment, sub- 
stituting £30,000 for $50,000. This amend- 
ment was supported by Sir James Graham and 
Sir Robert Peel, and opposed by Lord John Rus- 
sell and the Chancellor of the Exchequer. On 
taking the vote there were for the original propo- 
sition 153, for the amendment 362, majority for 
the reduction 204. ‘The two bills pissed both 
Houses, and recéived the royal assent by com- 
mission on the 7th. 

A long and able debate took place in the 
House of Commissions, which was continned for 
four successive days, and was concluded at half 
past S onthe morning of Feb. 1, ou a motion 
for an address to the Queen, to inform her that 
the Ministry, as constituted, does not possess the 
coufidence of the House of Commons, ‘The vote 
on the motion was 286 in favor, and 308 against 
it—majority for Ministers 21. 

Various subjects of considerable interest have 
been agitated im Parliament, which we have uot 
roo to notice at present. 

Accouuts had reached Loudon'over land from 
Bombay to Jan. 1, containing news from Canton 
to Nov. 7, and of course einbracing the news of 
the action on the 3d between the two British 
ships of War and Chinese War Junks. ‘The 
Canton Press of the 2d reports that accounts had 
been received from the West Coast of an affair 
between opium smugglers and the Mandarin 
boats, in which one of the latter was sunk, sev-
